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foreword 


The  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  several  hundred  agencies,  institutions,  and  organizations  whose  coopera¬ 
tion  was  received  in  the  preparation  of  this  seventeenth  edition  of  the  Direc¬ 
tory  of  Agencies  Serving  the  Visually  Handicapped  in  the  United  States. 

It  must  be  noted  that  listing  in  this  Directory  does  not  signify  that  an  agen¬ 
cy  has  been  endorsed  or  evaluated  by  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind. 
The  only  criteria  for  inclusion  are  incorporation  as  a  nonprofit  organization, 
the  services  of  at  least  one  paid  executive  and  a  board  of  directors;  or  estab¬ 
lishment  through  local,  state,  or  federal  legislation. 

Persons  who  desire  evaluation  of  a  particular  organization  should  consult 
local  or  national  organizations  concerned  with  standards — for  example,  local 
Health  and  Welfare  Councils,  Better  Business  Bureaus,  the  National  Informa¬ 
tion  Bureau,  or  the  National  Accreditation  Council  for  Agencies  Serving  the 
Blind  and  Visually  Handicapped.  Accreditation  by  the  last  organization  is 
noted  in  the  volume  by  the  phrase  “Accredited  by  NAC”  at  the  end  of  a  list¬ 
ing.  In  addition,  the  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind  is  also  often  able  to 
give  objective  criteria  with  which  one  can  make  his  own  judgment. 

At  one  time  this  Directory  also  included  listings  for  Canadian  agencies  and 
institutions  for  the  visually  handicapped.  Several  years  ago,  this  practice  had 
to  be  discontinued  because  of  space  and  cost  problems.  Persons  wishing  infor¬ 
mation  about  services  and  agencies  in  Canada  should  contact  the  Canadian 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind,  1929  Bayview  Avenue,  Toronto  350,  Canada.

It  is  also  important  to  note  that  there  are  many  volunteer  and  civic  organi¬ 
zations  and  generic  agencies  not  listed  in  this  Directory  that  perform  services 
for  visually  handicapped  persons.  And,  unless  the  person’s  problem  is  directly 
related  to  his  visual  handicap,  he  should  be  encouraged  to  make  use  of  the 
same  community  resources  as  nonhandicapped  persons.

cupations  to  ascertain  their  suitability  for  performance  without  the  use  of 
sight,  and  demonstrating  to  employers  the  suitability  for  employment  of 
blind  persons  who  are  properly  selected  and  adequately  prepared  for  work; 
(3)  promoting  and  supporting  institutes  and  training  programs;  (4)  en¬ 
couraging  sound  research  through  grants  to  qualified  institutions  both  for 
scientific  study  and  demonstration  projects;  (5)  assisting  in  developing  and 
providing  for  adequate  adjustment  services  to  blind  persons;  (6)  conduct¬ 
ing  studies  and  preparing  descriptions  of  occupations  in  which  blind  per¬ 
sons  are  or  may  be  successfully  engaged;  (7)  preparing  technical  guides 
and  other  materials  for  the  use  of  staff  members  of  state  agencies;  (8)  de¬ 
veloping,  in  cooperation  with  state  agencies,  new  training  facilities  for 
blind  persons,  and  assisting  in  the  expansion  of  existing  facilities;  (9)  pro¬ 
viding  consultation  to  state  agencies  administering  social  services  to  aid- 
to-the-blind  recipients;  and  (10)  maintaining  continuous  relationships  with 
other  public  and  private  agencies  for  the  blind.
